Saturn  has  also  eight 
satellites,  or  moonj,  attending  it  in  the 
revolution  around  the  Sun,  Abe  largest  of 
which  has  a  volume  exceed ing*that  of  Mer¬ 
cury,  nnd  nearly  as  large  as  Mars.  Sim¬ 
ilarly,  in  the  relation  between  Saturn  and 
his  satellites,  wo  have  a  complete  picture  of 
the  Sun  and  his  whole  family  of  planets.
